Lo 8 To all and ſundzy Our good Subjects, Gꝛeeting. whereas, by the clear and expꝛeſſe Laws and 
Acts ok Parliament of this Our Kingdom, it is declared to be High Treaſon foꝛ the Subjects ot 
A theſame, 02 any number of them moze oz 1eſs , upon any ground oz pzetert whatſoever, to riſe oꝛ 
e continue in Armes without Our ſpecial Authozity and Appꝛobation: Andneverthelels , a Party 
of diflopal perſons, dil⸗affected to Pur Government and Laws, who have fozmerlp taſted ok Pur Royal 
Bounty and Clemency, whereunto they owe their lives and foꝛtunes, having fozfaulted the ſame by their fozmer 
rebelitous pꝛactiſes under the cloak of Religion, the oꝛdinary colour and pꝛetence of Rebellion ; Have now agam 
rilen in Armes within the Stewartry of Kirkcudburgh and Shires of Galloway, Air and other Weſtern Shires ; 
and Having ina hoſtile way entred within the Town of Dumfries, have there and in other places of the Country, 
ſeiſed upon the perſons of divers of Dur good Subjects and have plundered and robbed them, and others of 
their Hozles, Armes and other Goods. and have done and committed many outrages and treaſonable deeds and 
attempts againſt Dur Authozity , and againſt and upon Our loyal Subjects: And woe, out of Our Royal 
tendernels foꝛ the Peace and Qutet of this Dur ancient Kingdom, being careful to repꝛels the ſaid Rebellion, 
and that ſimple people be not inſnared by the ſalds Rebels and their Emiſſartes, and involved in their Rebell/on, 
and to take off all pꝛetence of ignoꝛante oz ercuſe; Do therekoꝛe, with advice of the Lozds of Our Pztvy 
Council, declare the ſaid Pnſurrection to be an open, manifeſt and hozrid Rebellion, and High Treaſon, and that 
the Authoꝛs and Actos in the lame and their Adherents , are and ought to be purſued as pꝛokeſt and declared 
Traitoꝛs to Us; And do hereby charge and command all perſons, who are in Armes againſt oꝛ without Our 
Warrand and Authoztty , to deſilt from their Rebellion and to lay down their Armes, and to render and pꝛeſent 
their perſons to the Etentenant-General of Dur Foꝛces, oꝛ ſome other ot᷑ Our Officers oz Magiſtrates, within 
twenty four hours after publication hereof: With certification , that ik they continue in rebellion after the ſaid 
time, they (hall be Holden and pꝛoceeded againſt as incoꝛrigible deſperate Traitozs,and that they ſhall be incapable 
of mercy and pardon, And We do diſcharge and command all Our Subjects, that no perſon pzeſume to aid, 
abette, alliſt, harbour,reſſet,o2 any way ſupply the ſaids Rebels oz any of them, under the pain of Treaſon, and 
that they do not keep cozreſpondence oꝛ intercommune with them, without warrand of Dur ſaid Tieutenant⸗ 
General under the pain foꝛeſald: And We do expect in this juncture, and do require and command all Our Sub⸗ 
jects to be aſſiſting to Our laid Lieutenant⸗General and Our Foꝛces under him, and being requtred by him oz 
others having Authoꝛity to that effect, to riſe in Armes with all ther power, and to joyn and contur with them 
.foz repꝛetſing the ſaids Rebels, under the pain ok Treaſon, i they refuſe oꝛ dilobey. And further, we do ſtrictly 
injoyn and command all Maſters of Families, Heretoꝛs and others Land\-lozds and their Batlies, that they be 
careful and vigilant that their Childzen, Servants, Domeſticks, and their Tennents and others under their 
power, do not bꝛeak out and joyn with the ſaids Rebels ; Certifying them, ik they be found negligent in their 
duty, oꝛ otherwayes culpable tn that behalf , they hall be looked upon and ſeverely puniſhed as dil⸗ affected per⸗ 
ſons,and favouring and complying with Rebels. And hereby We give Warrandand Command to Dur Lyon 
King at A mes, and his bꝛethꝛen Heraulds, Purſevants, Macers oꝛ Meſſengers at Armes, topals to the Mercat- 
croſs of Edinburgh and other places nee dłul, and make publication hereof : As allo that theſe pꝛeſents be pꝛinted, 
that none pzetendignozance, Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the twenty one day of November, andof
